Howey Entered Objections. 


"Howey objected," said the wit- 


ness, "and I said, 'you will do this 
for the benefit of the bank and you 
•will do it now.' Howey asked, 'What 
will you do if we refuse?' I told them 
I would cross that bridge when I 
came to it, but that they must do it. | 
They began the preparation 
of sev- 


eral statements, and I accepted the 
third one. They signed 
this, and 


then I aslted them for $300,000. 


"Howey became angered, said ,he 


lad not agreed 
to do that and 


scolded Dunn for signing. 
Later 


Dunn said he would make his word 


opd and would put up the securities 
;f Howey would put up his share. 
Howey said part of his City Trust 
stock -was up as a pledge in the east, 
rat later he handed over $50,000 of 
it, and Dunn brought his in. 


"The board was never told until 


early in December, 1920, of the situ- 
ation. They did not know that the 
credit of the bank had been pledged 
on any credit of theirs. Howey then 
said that they had arranged for the 
rediscount line, that 
the board 


should not concern Itself as he and 
Dunn were handling it as their af- 
fair and without loss to the bank. 
He maintained this position until 
March or April of the next year, 
when he changed his mind and said 
that the bank would have to take 
care of this rediscount line." 


He said that at one time Dunn had 


given him a list of bad, slow and 
doubtful paper that totaled $1,039,- 
000. 
He 
and other directors, in 


order to save the bank in 1921, 
signed up to $1,600,000 of notes, put 
up collateral and later paid them. 
In October Howey denied the prob- 
ability of any loss, but Dunn said 
there -would be. He said it -was sev- 
eral months 
after December that 


Howey and Dunn turned over their 
homes and securities. 


Winship Finishes Testimony. 


L. A. Winship concluded his testi- 


mony during the morning. He said 
that the Aircraft inventory, taken in 
April, 1920, showed property worth 
$500,000 and debts of $213,000. Most 
of this money was owing Howey and 
Dunn and 
the City National, and 


only dire necessity later caused an 
increase. He said this showing was 
made after Howey and Dunn had 
shut down on their credit, and that 
they tried to use it to get more. The 
government objected to the inven- 
tory being admitted in evidence, but 
the court said that it had a bearing 
because it might h'ave been a basis 
for renewal notes.

T Is sometimes difficult to distinguish 


between the sale of goods and the 
sale of services. Yet the decision 


of a case may turn on the distinction. 
Thus it has been Questioned whetner 
the restaurant sells, and implledly 
"warrants," the foods it serves, or 
whether it sells nothing but service 
carrying with them the privilege of 
eating. 
Occasionally we find a case 


on the border line between making a 
thing 
to order and contracting for 


the sale of future goods. Thus, If i 
order a piece of furniture from a 
catalog with the knowledge that the 
piece 1 ordered is not in stock at the 
time, a question may ari£2 as to 
whether the Uniform Sales Act ap- 
plies in all its details, though the 
section of the act dealing with the 
requirement of writing in certain 
cases specifies: "If the goods are to 
be manufactured by the seller especi- 
ally for the buyer and are not suitable 
for sale to others in the ordinary 
course of the seller's business, the 
provisions of this section shall not 
apply." 


The details o£ a contract for the 


furnishing ot services have not been 
standardized"^as the details of saJes- 
contracUf have. We must therefor* 
: study various types of service' separ- 
'ately. Out of an endless variety we 
'may profitably select one service of 
the "public" type, one regulated in 
great detail though not technically 
, public, one requiring a license to 
: practice, one fairly well established 
:in the business world and therefore 
: standardized in fact, and one of a 
j newer type and therefore dependent 


• for its details on points of which trio 
; law has no official cognizance. 
: In the field of public service the 
; sphere of contractual freedom is liml- 
'ted. The rates charged by railroads, 
; telegraph companies, telephone com- 
panies, gas'and electric companies and 
: the like are fixed by commissions, and 
any agreement that departs from the 
| terms of the commission is void. 
i Discrimination among members of 
i the public is strictly forbidden in these 
i fields. Various grades of service may 
i be offered at various rates. The pro- 
|cess of making a contract therefore 
I consists of little more than the appli- 
| cation by a member of the puolic 
jfor the particular type of service he 
i desires. 
| Insurance, banking and tbe issuing 
|of securities are services not strictly 
of the -public type, and yet the State 


j finds it necessary to supervise them 
•for the benefit of the public. Control 
•is exercised not for the purpose of 
preventing discrimination, for the 
persons who render these services may 
select their own customers and refuse 
'to deal with others; nor for the pur- 
pose of fixing fair rates, for the com- 
' missions appointed to inspect and 
control these activities have little or 
' nothing to do with rates. Control is 
'exercised to safeguard the Interest of 
' investors against -wildcat schemes that 
,the individual investor, depositor or 
i purchaser of insurance is in no po- 
isition to check up. There is greater 
| freedom of contract here than in the 
j case of public service. In fact, the 
'function of a commission in_,'such 


matters is generally to inspect and 
warn the public both by positive acts 
and by withholding the power from 
the disapproved house to make mis- 
representations to the public. In the 
case of banks, it is true, certain types 
of contracts are prohibited, such as 
the making of loans beyond a certain 
point or without adequate security, 
but the interference with the freedom 
of contract is only incidental to the 
main pur-iose of keeping the Institu- 
tion sound. In the case of insurance 
a standard type of policy for each 
purpose has been set forth in the 
New York statutes and widely copied 
in the statutes of other States, which 
is taken to be the intention of the 
parties when Insurance Js bargained 
for without specific stipulations to tfie 
contrary. 
There are a few clauses 


that are prohibited entirely, clauses 
which had proved traps to the unwary 
by making warranties out of insignifi- 
cant representations and the like. 


The trades and professions regulated 


by licensing are constantly increasing 
in number. Beginning with such pro- 
fessions as law, medicine and later 
accountancy, the list- has gradually 
been extended so as to include plumb- 
ing, 
mining, and other occupations in 


which skill is required to avoid danger 
to life and limb, a whole series of 
occupations in which the public re- 
quires protection from Irresponsible 
or dishonest persons, and mofe re- 
cently almost every conceivable type 
of occupation, in which for any rea- 
son the public may be considered in 
need of protection. The law of con- 
tracts in these cases is very drastic. 
The unlicensed practitioner cannot 
invoke the aid of tbe courts in col- 
lecting the fees for which he has 
bargained. 


A fairly well standardized type of 


service contract is that of tBe real 
estate agent. 
It is generally under-' 


stood that he has earned his fee when 
he" has succeeded in having a binding 
contract signed- by a person ready and 
willing to pay the price asked, by the 
purchaser. The fact that.disputes as 
to details prevent the consummation 
of the sale, or that the buyer's failure 
to make his title good relieves the 
purchaser will not defeat the claim of 
the agent, unless his authorization is 
made with a stipulation to that effect. 


Let us now turn to the less stan- 


dardized group of relations. Domestic 
service, for example, such as is ren- 
dered by the general utility man, has 
escaped the standardizing tendency of 
modern business so that it is difi5cult 
to argue from one man's case to an- 
other's as to the meaning of the con- 
tfact. Likewise many newer types of 
service necessarily go through a stage 
of experimentation. Thus if one con- 
tracts to give service in connection 
with a radio set, unless his contract 
makes his undertaking clear we should 
find it difficult to fill out the blanks 
by reference to any general practice or 
widespread custom or understanding. 


Unless a service contract has be- 


come standardized as a matter of law 
or of business, it is therefore neces- 
sary for each contractor to he specific 
as to what he has in mind to avoid 
disputes the outcome of which would 
be wholly problematical.

The imports 
had a total value of 557,303 pounds 
sterling, while exports and 
re-ex- 


ports were valued at 218,948 pounds. 


Besides the flying on established 


services, a large traffic is carried on 
by purely independent 
taxi-planes. 


These handle passengers mainly, al- 
though also taking care of a wide 
variety of goods. The latest indep- 
endent machine to appear is an am- 
bulance airplane, capable of carrying 
two stretcher cases and four sitting 
case at one time.

the idea that the germs which produced pus were 
in the air.' So he sprayed carbolic acid and other 
solutions into the air to kill the germs.x This pre- 
pared the way for the beginning of what we call modern surgery-. The 
surgeon ventured to close the wound with an exclusive dressing of 
cotton and gauze, wrapped it up and- - 
left it for several days. 
/ 


This seemed horrible to the old- 


time doctors. They said the patient 
would die, but the patient didn't die. 
On the contrary, instead of taking 
weeks to heal, this wound would 
heal in a few days, perhaps'within 
a week. 
Nowadays it is a rather Unusual 
thing to cut off a leg. The doctors 
have found ways of healing the 
wound and bringing, the parts 
together. 
They are able to save 
limbs and to save life. 
When I was a boy it was. believed 
that if you stuck even a pin through 
the abdominal wall, the injured per- 
eon would die. Usually such acci- 
dents were fatal because the wounds 
became infected. It was not until 
modern surgery came in that it was 
.possible to open the abdominal cav- 
ity. As a result thousands of peo- 
ple now are--having serious opera- 
tions on the abdominal cavity and 
are speedily cured.

The modern surgeon has done 
still more. He opens the skull, takes 
a tumor out of the brain in such a

A real'helper that would find a 
welcome in all homes, is thfe new 
vegetable washer. It is shaped like 
a tin pan but is perforated all over. 
It has a handle at either side and 
the cover,has a perforated disc in 
the center with a small funnel top. 
The vegetables' are placed in the 
washer, the cover is put on, the 
water is started running into the 
funnel and it does the work of clean- 
ing the vegetables in the washer, 
the water meantime flowing into the 
sink and off. The water, striking the 
.perforated disc, creates a spray, 
Which makes it unnecessary to push 
the vegetables about, for all parts of 
the vegetables are reached perfectly 
by the spray itself. "Washing vege- 
tables makes one's hands look badly. 
By doing this work, the washer does 
awaj; with ail-that. Besides, it may 
be used to set in a pot to fit as a 
steamer to sterilize baby bottles or 
to boil puddings.

What Watt Really Did to Give Us the Steam-Engine. 


WATT, as a ,boy, watch-4-ple for a steam-engine, and though 
engines have been tremendously de- 
ing a kettle steaming on the 
hearth, plugging up the snout 


and discovering that the steam could 
lift the cover of the kettle, is a. fav- 
orite tale to describe the coming into 
being of the steam-engine. 


It may be true, but Watt didn't 
discover the lifting power of steam. 
This has been known through the 
ages. But when he was a grown 
man, after years of experiments, 
Watt invented the first really prac- 
tical steam-engine. 
It is believed that the ancient 
Egyptians understood steam power 


veloped since the days of Watt, his 
principle remains unchanged. 
James Watt was bom in Scotland 
in 1736. His father was in poor cir- 
cumstances and the boy was early 
thrown on his. own resources. He 
atrrived in London at the age of 
nineteen and apprenticed himself to 
James Morgan, a philosophical in- 
strument-maker. 
Soon 
Watt's 
health gave out and he returned to 
Scotland. 
He repaired some astronomical in- 
struments for the professors in 
Glasgow College and they took an 
interest in the boy, who was un-

and made use of it to move huge 
blocks of stone. Savants of the Mid- 
dle Ages experimented with it. 
Watt .found actually at work 
pumping water out' of mines in 
Cornwall a clumsy, cumbersome 
steam . affair invented by Thomas 
Jfewcomen,'and Newcomen, himself, 
had simply improved on existing de- 
vices. 
Few things have been created out 


of nothing in this world. Most great 
inventions are the result of long de- 
velopment and experimenting by 
various persons and in various ages. 
What James Watt did do, and it 
.was the greatest contribution to 
science of the eighteenth century, 
was to invent the modern condens- 
ing steam-engine. The Newcomen 
engine wasted about nine-tenths of 
the steam created by a vast amount 
of fuel. Watt's separate- condenser 
resulted in all his steam being put 
to work. It was the correct princi-

John Black, the 
lecturer on chemistry, and incident- 
ally the discoverer of latent heat, be- 
came Watt's friend, and John Robi- 
son, then a student, but afterward 
the professor of natural philosophy 
at Edinburgv struck up an Intimacy 
•with him. 
It happened that a model of New- 
comen's steam-engine, which formed 
part of the college's equipment of 
scientific instruments, was given to 
"Watt to repair, and the inventor of 
.the modern 'steam engine had a 
chance to discover the •weaknesses 
of this affair and to think about 
remedying- them. 


"Watt relates that he was taking a 


walk one Sunday afternoon on Glas- 
gow Green when, the idea flashed 
through his mind that if steam were 
condensed in a vessel distinct from 
the cylinder, it would be practical 
to make the temperature of con- 
densation low and still keep the 
cylincrer hot. 
This idea revolutionized the world 


and it occurred to him in 1765. ten 
years before the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. It was three or four years be- 
fore Watt found capital to develop 
his engine completely and it •WBS ten 
years longer before it •was generally 
accepted as a great invention. 


The Watt steam-engine, it must 


be understood, was not a locomotive. 
It was a pumping engine and its 
chief wse was in mines and to pro- 
vide power for factories. Later on 
it was suggested that the «ngine 
could be used as a motive power in 
stage coaches, as railroads had not 
been thongB't of. But Wall, curious- 
ly enoucb. could not see this develop-: 
mcnt of. his encin*-,

fects follow. 
All this progress is due to the ac- 
ceptance of the germ theory of dfe 
ease. In the old days we did not 
know why people had illnesses. 
Then the scientists discovered that 
disease is due to germs. Pus forma- 
tion is due to germ infection. 
So the modern surgeon scrubs his 
hands j.nd his finger-nails, makes 
his hands-clean and to be certain 
that they are clean, wears rubber 
gloves that have been boiled. All 
the instruments he uses are boiled. 
After the operation has' been per- 
formed, a surgical dressing is ad- 
justed to exclude all contact with 
germs. 
As a result of modern 
surgery, millions of lives have been 
saved. 
It was a very serious thing in the 
old days to go to the hospital. Belle- 
vue was a thing .to be dreaded. It 
was not because of any lack of skill 
at Bellevu©' Hospital, but just be- 
cause they had not discovered 
germs. 
Today -deaths from surgery are 
rare. 
We owe more to modern 
surgery than to any other single 
factor in modern life. It has done 
more to relieve suffering and pro- 
long life- than any other factor. 
The discovery of " the anesthetic 
has done much good. You know 
some, of the^most terrible pictures 
you see are the pictures of'the early 
operations where they held the man 
down during the operation. 
With 
the discovery of anesthesia surgical 
methods have been revolutionized. 
After anesthetics were discovered 
the doctors had to learn how to use 
them and what the complications 
were. Now an operation is not the 
formidable thing it was at all. I do 
not mean that I would anticipate it 
with the same pleasure I would a 
ball game, but I would not dread it. 
The anesthetic is given in such' a 
way that you feel nothing, and by 
the tune you recover consciousness 
the painful condition is gone. One 
of the most helpful aids to mod- 
ern surgery is the discovery of 
anesthesia and the modern safe ways 
of using it.

Days in McPherson County. 


Grant L. Shumway has received a 


letter from D. M. Collender of Tryon 
in McPherson county which recalls 
the early years on the Dismal river. 


In 1885, Mr. Collender located his 


ranch and at one time during the 
winter had eleven deer hanging to 
his ridgelog. He raised a good crop 
of corn and during the especially se- 
vere waether of the winter, he no- 
ticed prairie chickens showing signs 
of hunger and took a load of corn 
and piled it on the prairie for them. 


He has seen them gather by the 


dozens on his corn and eat it. Part 
of it was just snapped corn so they 
worked to get the husks off and 
kep themselves warm. 


He says, "It did my heart good to 


see them come and eat it." 


Mr. Collender planted an orchard
